event which destroyed tho fmo reputation 
which the waters of tipiiibroim formerly 
possessed. I can certify to yon,the scrupu- 
lous exactitude- of my recital, but as for 
giving you nil explanation of it, that would 
be iinposssble. Permit me to say, however, 
tnat it doe? not seem to me absurd to admit 
that some insects subjected to tho elevated 
temperature of some thermal waters, which 
procure for them tho sauio conditions of ex- 
istence and development that the burning 
climates of Africa and South America do, 
may attain to fabulous proportions. It is 
this same extreme heat which will account 
to us for tho uupnrallcd exuberance of the 
antediluvian creation.
